The  addreeseu  "  Educatioaand  the  State, 
delivered  by  President  Barnard,  of  Colas 
bia  College,  at  the  first  Commencement  of 
the  University  of  the  State  of  New  York, 
has  been  published  in  full  tn  a  large-page 
pamphlet  of  potue  40  pages,  and  cob  tains 
many  views  fand  suggestions,  which,  as 
coming  from  a  practical  educator,  and  the 
head  of  the  oldest  college  In  this  State,  are 
worthy  of  careful  perusal.  As  to  the  higher 
education — what  is  generally  understood  by 
the  term  liberal— he  takes  the  ground  that 
the  policy  that  footers,  instead  of  restraining , 
the  multiplication  of  colleges  is,  at  least  in 
the  prasent  condition  of  aflsirs,  s  very  mis 
taken  one  ;  that  there  are  too  many  eol leges, 
not  too  few,  and  that  the  excessive  multi 
plication  of  (hose  institutions  is  not  only 
not  a  good,  hut  a  positive  evil  ;  "beraaae." 
he  says,  "an  the  number  Increases,  the 
strength  diminishes,  with  an  effect  apou 
the  average  quality  of  collegiate  instruction 
as  unfortunate  as  It  Is  unavoidable.”  la 
support  of  {  this  view.  Dr.  Harnard  dia 
closes  the  eilror  of  the  popular  Impression 
that  th«rnur$ber  of  ooileg*  students  In  this 
country  has  Increased  in  proportion  to  the 
Increase  of  facUltlew—  an  arror  which 
abundantly  proved  by  statistics.  At  tits 
present  time,  taking  the  country  through, 
the  averaga  number  of  candidates  for  the 
baccalaureate  la  to  the  total  population  as  1  to 
2,600,  and  tfiia  ratio  remains  practically  an 
altered  from  year  to  year.  Retrospect 
altowfe.  however,  that  the  ratio  lias  decreased 
about  20  p^r  cent,  la  the  last  fifty  years 
first  quarter  of  the 
colleges  were  few  at 
I860,  the  ratio  of  aoch 
dates  to  general  population  was  1  to  *.000 
so  that,  w|ile  our  population  has  Increased 
fourfold,  and  the  number  of  colleges  three 
fold  in  the  last  half  a  century,  there  are  but 
little  mom  than  twice  as  many  students  In 
all  the  colleges  put  tugrthnr.  Such  figures 
need  no  comment,  although  there  are 
connected  with  our  vast  Immlgtatioo  within 
the  |  k- rind  specified,  which,  whits 
affecting  tire  certainty  of  Dr.  Barnard's 
statistics,  limit  necessarily  modify  the  as 
favorable!  conclusions  drawn  from  them. 
Estimating  our  poputattsn  at  46,O00,(WO, 
and  the  yrhole  number  of  undergraduates 
furnlsho<|hy  It  at  18.000,  which  la  not  far 
from  the  mark,  th*  average  number  to  aach 
college  ii  only  a  little  over  40;  whereas, 
Blimwt  any  one  of  them  ran  nadily  arcommo 
date  300,  and.  in  order  to  get  <m  prtmperous- 
ly,  must  have  about  200.  In  this  State, 
with  Its  5.000.000  Inhabitant*,  there  are 
only  aboirt  1,800  college  students,  yielding  a 
ratio  to  jropulatlou  of  1  to  2,760.  Having 
made  out  the  nature  of  the  disease,  Preal- 
drnt  Barnard,  like  a  good  physician,  points 
out  the  remedy,  lie  would  have  the  Stats 
reserve  to  itself  the  exclusive  right  of  grant 
ing  academic  degrees,  placing  all  our  colleges 
upon  thr  same  footing  as  Oxford  and  Cam¬ 
bridge.  pach  State  establishing  for  Itself  a 
Bute  Uhlversity,  supervising  all  Its  oo  I  leges, 
examining  all  candidates,  and  conferring 
all  dcgipes. — N.  Y.  Time*.
